The campaign, initiated by the Office 
of Development, is designed to ensure 
that the College maintains a sound 
financial base. The campaign generated 
increased annual giving from each of 
the four cornerstone groups: alumni, 
parents, faculty/staff and friends. 

According to the Office of Develop- 
ment data through June 30, alumni 
giving led all groups with an increase of 
239 percent over 1984-85 levels.
